CENTRAL and POTONG PASIR, all other electoral divisions have changes 
in their respective boundaries.

1 The Electoral Boundaries Review Committee was entrusted with the 


following terms of reference: 


“To review the boundaries of the present electoral divisions and to 
recommend the number of Group Representation Constituencies and 
Single Member Constituencies basing on the number of electors 
found in the latest Registers of Electors. In the review, the 
Committee should take into consideration the significant increase or 
decrease of electors in the current electoral divisions as a result of 
housing development since the last boundary delineation exercise. 


There should be a minimum of eight Single Member Constituencies 
as prescribed by the Parliamentary Elections Act, Chapter 218”. 


2 The number of electors as on 31 August 2001 is 2,035,422. This is 
an increase of 154,862 electors over 1,880,560 electors recorded in the 
1996 Registers of Electors. 


3 Following past practices and basing on eighty-three Members of 
Parliament (MPs), the Committee noted that a Single Member Constituency 
(SMC) would have an average of 24,500 electors. With the application of a 
30% deviation from the average, the number of electors for a SMC ranges 
from the minimum of 17,000 to the maximum of 32,000. Thus the ranges 
for the SMC and the Group Representation Constituency (GRC) are as 
follows:
